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What is claimed is:

a firsrvelongated member having two ends, the first end positioned to 
engage a device toM^e operated, the first elongated member further comprising an 
expanded portion of increased width and a narrow portion of reduced width 
relative to the expandedp'ortion; and 

a hollow second elongated member having two ends, the second 
elongated member positioned to receive the first elongated member, the second 
elongated member further including \ restricting means.

7. Vrhe handle of claim 6 wherein at least one of the first locking means 
comprises^a receptacle sized and positioned to securely receive a pin. 

8. The handte of claim 7 wherein the second elongated member further 
includes a second loddng means positioned to receive the pin and prevent at least 
one of extension and retraction of the handle. 


9. An apparatus for moving an item comprising: 
a base; 

a supporting means positioned\above the base; 

an arm having two ends, the arm positioned so that one end is pivotally 
related to the supporting member and the bother end is pivotally related to the 
base; 

a lifting means; and 
a handle comprising: 

a first elongated member having two enHs, the first end positioned 
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be received by the apparatus, the second end having an expanded 
porti^H^of an increased width; and 

a s^ond elongated member having two ends, the second 
elongated memfi^ being hollow and positioned to receive the first 
elongated member, tfte second elongated member further including a 
restricting means having aVidth that is narrower than the width of the 
expanded portion of the first elongated member.

16. An extensible handle, comprising:

increased width, and a narrow portion of reduced width relative to the expanded 
portion; and 

a hollow second elongated member h^ing two ends, the second 
elongated member positioned to telescopically receiv^he first elongated member 
15 and further including a means for restricting the expaimed portion of the first 
elongated member from fully passing through both ends of rl^je second elongated 
member. 


17. The handle of claim 16 wherein the first elongated member further
